ernment. However, the people delegate their powers to their representa- 
tives in Parliament and, therefore, to all intents and purposes, the analogy 
holds good

Wheat Production in France 


Is Running Canada Close Second In 
Wheat Crop This Year, 
This year’s wheat crop in France, 


| according to official advices, will com- 


pare favorably with that of Canada, 


last year. For 1920 the estimated 
wheat crop of the two countries are 
—France, 232,729,480 bushels; Canada, 
289,498,000 bushels. The yield per 
acre in France is 19.1 bushels as com- 
pared with 16.5 bushels in Canada, 

Last year’s wheat crop in France 
was 182,488,348 bushels, the acreage | 
under cultivation being 11,509,275, in 
comparison with this year’s acreage 
of 12,135,850. In 1917 the wheat crop 
was only 94,361,356 bushels. 


Fewer Divorces In Paris.

monthly list of divorces attained in 
Paris a total of 1,200.
